The Fly Pests. 
Public sentiment has mu the ex­ 
cellent progress in regard to the fly 
pest. 
Many of us can 
remember 
from our childhood how indifferent 
people were to this plague. 
They 
accepted it as one of the trifling an­ 
noyances of life, to be ignored by 
all sensible people. 
To fret because 
of the attacks of insects was re­ 
garded as a sign of childishness and 
lack of self-control. 
It was more customary in those 
days to build stables 
quite 
near 
houses. 
In many places the fash­ 
ion prevailed of attaching them di­ 
rectly to dwellings, sometimes con­ 
nected with a woodshed or carriage 
house. No good reason appeared for 
this proximity, except possibly that 
on a stormy day the owner could go 
out to his beasts without getting 
wet, a very poor excuse for a thor­ 
oughly undesirable arrangement. 
The 
result 
was 
that 
perfect 
swarms of flies, attracted by animal 
refuse, would swarm in such places 
and plague a whole neighborhood. 
People would stand the nuisance all 
day. Perilaps at night to get a little 
relief they would organize flv-driv- 
ing campaigns and pursue the little 
vermin with feather dusters, brooms 
and newspapers. 
After 
about 
an 
hour the flies would be as thick as 
ever, having crawled out from their 
places of refqge. It would be a dis­ 
gusting sight today to see them feed­ 
ing on our food at table as they used 
to do so freely. 
A well-screened house is accepted 
now as one of the essentials of com­ 
fort. 
Summer hotels and hoarding 
houses that don’t provide this es­ 
sential must not expect to see many 
guests return for a second vacation. 
As long as flies were regarded as 
a mere 
annoyance 
it 
was 
well 
enough 
to maintain Spartan indif­ 
ference. 
Now that everyone knows 
that they are a principal carrier of 
disease, it is another matter. 
Prop­ 
erty owners should have a care how 
they build stables 
near 
dwellings, 
and should reduce the 
flv-breeding 
conditions as low as possible.

Somewhere the sun is shining 
Somewhere the song birds dwell. 
Hush, then, thy sad repining, 
God lives and all is well. 
The migration of birds is one of 
the wonders oti natui'e. 
Were it not 
for migration some of 
our 
most 
beautiful songsters would 
be 
un­ 
known in many places where they 
are now common and life would lose 
much of its charm to many people. 
Why Birds Migrate. 
Much tune and study lias been 
given by men and women to discov­ 
er why birds migrate and some theo­ 
ries have been advanced for the 
cause of migration but 
they 
are 
largely theories 
and 
not 
known 
facts. 
/ Some think that a search tor food 
causes birds to go from one part of 
a country to another. Others say it 
is owing to change of seasons while 
others say it is now largely a force 
of liabit acquired through a change 
of climate. 
A long time ago it is known that 
warm weather extended almost 
if 
not entirely to the poles. 
With the 
cooling oft of the 
earths 
ciust, 
great glaciers were formed, 
iheii 
southward movement 
caused 
the 
birds to retreat. When the great ice 
sheet reached its southern limit and 
began to melt, the birds followed it 
in its retreat and this migration be­ 
came a fixed habit. 
Routes of Migration. 
As was stated last 
week 
birds 
lave fixed routes and fixed times of 
migration. 
Mos't birds follow some 
streams of water. 
The Mississippi 
river is the great highway of bird 
travel. They ascend that river to the 
Ohio river where many turn off of 
the main road and follow the lattei 
stream and its branches. Big Elat- 
rock forms 
the 
main 
highway 
through Kush county though it is 
only a minor route. 
Time of Migrating. 
There are two seasons of migra 
tion, spring and fall. The spring mi- 
gratioins begin about the 
last 
of 
January and continue until June 1. 
The fall season begins the middle of 
August and continues until Novem 
ber. 
Manner of Migrating. 
Birds do not migrate in hit anc 
miss fashion, but as 
orderly 
anc 
regularly as an army. 
The 
first 
birds that arrive in the spring are 


u su a lly the last to leave in the fall, 
while the last to arrive are the first 
to leave. 
Birds that winter near us 
are the first to appear in the spring. 
We always expect the blue bird to 


come first 
but sometimes the robin 
beats him. 
We say 
him 
because 
the male procedes the female several 
days. 
Some winters 
the 
robins, 
meadow larks, kingfishers, killdeers 
and a few other birds 
remain 
in 
Rush county while most winters they 
go to the south of us, but the birds 
of these species we see here in win­ 
ter were not reared here but came 
from the north of us, While the ones 
that were reared in this county go to 
the south. 
Birds migrate both by day and by 
night, the more timid 
onei> 
flying 
mostly by night. 
More birds seem 
to migrate by night in the fall that 
in the spring. 
Swift flying 
birds 
such as swallows and hawks travel 
most m the daytime and some of the 
wild geese fly by day and by night. 
Some birds go from their breeding 
grounds only a few miles, but othcis 
trayel thousands of miles away. Ro 
bins and blue birds may go no far­ 
ther than Ripley county, but some of 
the sandpipers nest within the Arc­ 
tic circle and then travel over the 
entire length of both 
isorth 
anc 
South America and are found as far 
south as the islands of the 
Auai- 
tie circle during our winters. 
Classes of Birds. 
Bird students 
have 
found 
that 
£ush county has four 
classes 
of 
>irds; 
First, permanent residents—birds 
-¡hat are found in the same 
neigh­ 
borhood all year. 
Second, summer residents—birds 
hat come to us in the spring, rear 
t;heir young and go away in the fall. 
Third, 
winter 
residents—birds 
hat come from the north in the fall, 
spend the wfinter with us and 
to their northern homes 
in 
spring. 
Fourth, transient 
visitors 
birds 
whose sumMer home is north of 
and whose "winter home is south 
us. 
Bird migration adds much to 
charm of bird study and it also adds 
much to the usefulness of our birds 
When trees are bare of leaves the 
birds of the north can bo seen 
ning every nook in search 
of 
in­ 
sects and their eggs, while in 
tli 
spring and summer the birds 
the south are picking 
the 
worms 
that destroy the foilage of the trees. 
Whatever the causes of purposes 
of bird migration, it 
adds 
much 
pleasure to our life and is of 
value to the country. 
Next week I will 
discuss 
woodpeckers.
